Congressional Elections Held 
But Results Not Yet 
Definitely Known. 

Mexico City, Mex.. Mar. 12.— Gen- 
eral Venustiano Carranza was Sunday 
elected president of Mexico by what 
is believed to have been the largest 
vote ever cast in the republic. 

Although the vo.ers had the privi- 
lege of writing in or declaring any 
name they desired, General Carranza 
received all but a few scattering bal- 
lots. The estimated vote cast runs 
all the way from several hundred 
thousand to a million. The presi- 
dential election Sunday was provided 
for in articles adopted by the constitu- 
tional assembly which met at Quere- 
taro. Many of the old residents de- 
clare that this was the first real 
election ever held in the country. 
Reports from various parts of the re- 
public indicate that there was no dis- 
turbance or intimidation. 

Mexico will now have a constitu- 
tional president for the first time 
since 1911, when Francisco Madero 
received more than 300,000 votes. 
General Victoriano Huerta called an 
election in 1914 and declared himself 
elected, but later nullified the election 
on the grounds that an insufficient 
number of votes had been cast. 

The election yesterday was simpli 
fied by the fact that there is no vice 
president under the constitution. It 
will be some time, however, before 
the returns of the congressional elec- 
tions are definitely known.

Various conditions affect the 
weathering of coal, tending to pre- 
serve or destroy the pile Report- 
ing an investigation to the Canadian 
department of miDes, Dr. J. R. Por- 
ter show* that the kind of coal is a 
pi iin* factor in the problem, that the 
presence in it of such unstable car- 
bonaceous compounds as resins and 
humus promotes oxidation, that py- 
rite and marcaaite are effective as 
disintegrating agents and that fine 
ooel or dust presents a vastly great- 
«r surface for oxidizing action than 
lumps. A low pile ensures less pres- 
sure. Compression and shutting out 
of sir increase the risk of destruc- 
tion, white excess of air, though 
tending to facilitate oxidization, ac- 
tually lessens the effect by convey- 
ing away the heat. Dry coal is to 
poor a conductor of heat that the 
pwwrtee of a heated spot in the pite 
may be uninspected until rain pene- 
trates to the interior, finding its way 
back as steam. The. temperature 'of 
the coal at time of storage is im- 
portant and the heat of a summer 
day makes it dangerous to store coal 
exposed to the noonday sun. The 
shining of the sun on the pile after 
storage has less effect, as the heht ab- 
sorbed is given off at night

Known to Bo More Than Twenty 
Centuries Old. 



A gift of distinction made to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
put on exhibition this month is a 
oollection of 105 tomb jades present- 
ed by Samuel T. Peters. This fills 
•out a similar presentation made by 
Mr. Peters to the museum about two 
years ago. The later pieces are 
much finer and the whole makes a 
collection that probably cannot be 
eicelled. Not all of the collection 
has been put on exhibition, but two 
cases can be seen in the east end of 
the gallery previously used for spe- 
cial exhibitions and now devoted to 
far eastern art. 

These tomb jades date back to 
About 200 years B. C. They are 
not formed of the clear jade used 
by the Chinese at a later date, but 
of the matrix and are in unusual 
shades of browns. There are a large 
number of amulets which were 
placed at the mouth, nostrils and 
eyes of the dead to prevent the cn- 
trance of evil spirits. There i6 the 
Pi, a large round flat piece of jade 
with a hole in the center, an emblem 
of heaven, a gift of honor: there are I 
•'wandeof dignity" and carved pteCM 
of jade, buckles possibly. A few of '< 
the pieces which had not been buried 
date as far back as 1,000 years B. C. 
—New York Tribune. 



An ever-resourceful commoner, 
•sized with a realization that three- 
fourths of the surface of the earth is 
water and practically a waste, ns fur 
as production of varieties of diet are 
concerned, believes that the mam- 
mals of the sea are worthy of cultiva- 
tion as food, says the Popular 
Science Monthly. 

It is estimated that the meat of 
one 60-foot whale, for instance, is 
equal to that of 70 head of cattle and 
tastes like choicest beefsteak in flavor 
when properly prepared. 

Other marine mammals which are 
good for food as well aa for commer- 
cial purposes are the seal, the wal- 
rua, the dugong and the eea oow. The 
dugong has alwaya been prized for 
food by Asiatics, Africans and Aus- 
tralians, and the tea oow, formerly 
found in the waters of the Bering 
•ea, were so noted for the palatable- 
neaa of its flesh, its size and for its 
gentle fearlessness of man that it 
has bean almost entirely exterminat- 
ed through man's greed.

The number of suicides is 
increasing and parents are killing 
their children owing to their inability 
to obtain food for them. Yet the 
price of potatoes, which long ago 
became generally scare, is to be in- 
creased. 1 "
